The  English  Commonwealth  and  the  Connecticut  Colony 

Seven  vessels  filled  with  emigrants  for  the  Colony  of  Connecticut 
(  which  included  this  Northern  Pennsylvania,  the  Western  Reserve  and 
beyond)  were  about  to  sail  when  they  were  stopped  by  the  King's  men. 
Among  those  so  apprehended  were  John  Hampden,  grantee  in  the 
Connecticut  deed,  and  his  cousin  Oliver  Cromwell. 

"  Urged  by  his  wants  and  his  piety  he  made  arrangements  to  be 
transported  to  New  England,  then  the  retreat  of  the  more  zealous  of  the 
Puritanical  Party,  and  it  was  an  order  of  Council  which  obliged  him  to 
disembark  and  remain  in  England.'  —  David  Hume,  Speaking  of  Cromwell.
